SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


I hereby submit my tenth annual report of the 
Woodstock Schools for your consideration. 


In September, the schools opened with three new 
teachers; viz., Audrey Hall at Woodstock, Una Sher- 
man in North Woodstock grammar school, to fill the 
vacancy made by the resignation of Elizabeth Thomp- 
son, and Eva M. Avery, who has charge of the com- 
mercial department in the high school. The music 
this year is under the supervision of Theodora Tur- 
cotte from the Plymouth Normal School. The ar- 
rangement is not ideal but satisfactory results are be- 
ing obtained. 


The teachers for the present year are: High 
School—George H. Summerville, Carolyn E. Dodge 
and Eva M. Avery; Elementary Schools—Una M. 
Sherman, Pauline Whitney, Blanche A. Baston and 
Audrey E. Hall; and Music—Theodora Turcotte. 


The September school census showed 74 boys and 
57 girls or a total of 131 pupils in town between the 
ages of 5 and 16. This is 11 more than were found 
last year. 
i? 


From the teachers’ registers for 1927-1928 the 
following data was secured: Number of visits by 
school board members 12, by citizens and others 331, 
and 293 by the superintendent of schools; there were 
114 tardy marks; total enrollment 145; per cent of at- 
tendance for the year 94.94 which is lower than the 
previous year by .68 of one per cent, and the follow- 
ing nineteen pupils had a perfect record for the year: 
viz., High School—Donald Amos, Sumner Bradley, 
Martha Couture and Anita Engen; Grammar School— 
Vilginia Bradley, Francis Chandler, Harold Emerson, 
Rita Frank, Rachel Gordon, Harry Kendall and Harri- 
ette Mullen; Intermediate Room—Lloyd Roy, Primary 
Room—Edward Brown, Ethelind Chase, Marcia Lynde 
and Raymond Martin; Woodstock—Dorothy Baston, 
Virginia Baston and Robert Gilman. All received 
certificates of perfect attendance at time of gradua- 
tion. 


The health inspection was made by Addie Bilo- 
deau, R. N., of Lincoln. Miss Bilodeau did some fol- 
low up work with the result that quite a number of 
defects were corrected. 


During the summer, the roof on the south projec- 
tion of the North Woodstock school building was 
raised and a most excellent assembly and recitation 
room was finished off over the two lower rooms. The 
laboratory has been moved to the basement into what 
was the commercial room. This room needs to be 
piped for water, and shelves and cupboards made for 
apparatus. 


From a study of the condition of the building at 
North Woodstock, it would seem that coverings for 
the steam pipes in the basement and some outside 
windows would be a good investment by making a sav- 
ing in fuel and making the building more comfortable 
for the children during the severe winter weather. 


Owing to the large enrollment in September in the 
grammar room at North Woodstock, it was necessary 
to keep the sixth grade at Woodstock for this year 
instead of transporting them as in the previous year. 
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The school work as a whole is going well. Tests 
of various kinds are given to check up the work from 
time to time. During the severe weather, many of the 
children have been absent owing to severe colds. A 
change in the school calendar might be of advantage 
to all concerned, that is, have a vacation from about 
the tenth of January to the middie of February which 
period is, generally speaking, the time of our most 
severe weather. 


The following eight pupils completed the work of 
the elementary schools last June and entered high 
school in September: viz., Thelma Anderson, Dorothy 
Burbank, Marion Govoni, Edward Haskell, Elizabeth 
Jordan, Marguerite Miclon, Harriette Mullen and Gol- 
die Rogers. 


The headmaster’s report for the high school is ap- 
pended and made a part of this report. 


Last year, the Sons of the American Revolution 
offered a medal to a member of the eighth grade who 
showed the highest character, leadership, initiative, 
etc., during the year. The selection of the deserving 
pupil is made by the schoolmates and the teacher. Thel- 
ma Anderson won the medal last year. A similar 
medal is offered again this year. ) 


It is gratifying to see that so many of our citizens 
and parents visited the schools during the year. I 
wish more parents would visit the schools to see the 
regular work of the classes. Do not wait until you 
get an invitation to come to see some prepared pro- 
gram. Visit without a special invitation and get first 
hand information.

REPORT OF WOODSTOCK HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Alonzo J. Knowlton, Superintendent of Schools, 
North Woodstock, N. H.: 


‘I hereby submit my third annual report of the 
Woodstock High School: 


The registration in the high school on Septem- 
ber 7, 1928, was thirty-nine. Death and sickness have 
decreased our number to thirty-seven. The commer- 
cial course has the greater enrollment with a number 
of thirty-two, thus leaving five pursuing the Academic 
Course. There are seven seniors, twelve juniors, six 
sophomores and twelve freshmen. Our new room now 
gives us ample accommodations, and at the same time 
affords the use of the old commercial room for a 
science laboratory. The necessary equipment of books 
and general supplies offers no difficulty to us. 


There are many and varied sources for pupil activ- 
ity this year. Mr. Elmer E. Woodbury has offered a ten 
dollar gold piece to the senior making the greatest 
improvement from January 1929 to June 1929 in stud- 
ies and deportment both in and out of school. He 
has also offered a ten dollar gold piece to the freshman, 
sophomore or junior who make similar improvement. 
Three gold pieces have also been contributed by friends 
in Dedham, Massachusetts, for the best essays writ- 
ten in the four English Classes. The school mimeo- 
graph paper “PROFILE” is now being composed. The 

ynewly organized glee club and commercial club are 
planning their activities. The senior play this year 
realized a somewhat greater amount of money than in 
either of the two preceding years. If enough inter- 
est can be aroused in elocution, a prize speaking con- 
test will be held with the intent of sending a repre- 
sentative to the contest held at the New Hampshire 
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University in May. The loss of Charles Nelson has 
been a hard blow both in school and in athletic con- 
tests. The contrivance of the same spirit of fair play 
and consideration for others, held by Nelson has been 
consistently commended by our opponents. This les- 
son is a worthy one and ought to merit encouragement 
from everyone interested in our boys and girls. 


The senior class of 1928 presented the school with 
an excellent picture of a scene along the Pemigewasset. 
Two of the graduates are at Plymouth Normal School, 
two at Concord Business College and one at Tilton 
School for Boys. Once again, I wish to thank and 
enlist the co-operation of townspeople, superintendent 
and teachers in the assistance given Woodstock High 
School during this my third year in the service of the 
town of Woodstock.
